It will be 
the initiatory step towards 
building 


the 
Los 
Angeles and 
Independence 


Railroad, or it willindicate an unwil- 
lingness on the part of our people 
to 


embark 
in the enterprise, and thus 


drive the first nail in the coffin of tlx 


dead scheme. 
Tfit is decided to com- 


mence the work and push 
it forward 


with the energy of a live people 
ami 


the determination to accomplish what 


we undertake, we shall give the world 
assurance 
that Los Angeles is destined 


to be a wealthy and populous city, ami 
Los Angeles 
valley a 
broad 
vista 


dotted with garden 
homes. 
Ifthe ef- 


fort to-day is no effort at all, we could 
not more publicly advertise our 
lack- 


energy 
disposition, 
nor 
do 
more to 


convince the tide of immigration now 


setting so strong towards 
us, that we 


are not ambitious of being a city, that 
we do not care to fill our valley with 
a happy and prosperous 
population, 


and that we have no disposition to en- 
courage 
immigration, nor do we de- 


sire to have our country filled with in- 
dustrious 
men 
and 
women. 
Once 


more we repeat 
that we must build 


this railroad 
if we would secure 
the 


immense trade of the rich and 
exten- 


leneive mining region 
to the west of 


us. 
Once 
more 
we repeat 
that we 


must build this road if we 
would re- 


tain that portion of the mining trade 
we now enjoy. 
Other channels 
are 


opening and the Panamint 
trade will 


be turned through them unless we be- 
stir ourselves. 
Our natural advantages 


are 
great but 
the 
energy 
of other 


localities will destroy them unless we 
defend 
what 
God 
has 
given 
us 


with 
the 
industry 
and 
enter- 


prise of men. 
The advantages 
which 


a 
road 
to 
Pauamiut 
will 
give 


us 
will 
be 
great, 
but 
in 
re- 


ality these willbe nothing compared 
with what we shall ultimately gain by 
this road. 
We assume 
that it will 


not terminate where we now make its 
terminus on paper. 
This road 
must 


go on northeastward 
until it reaches 


Salt Lake. 
The advantages 
of such a 


road are best shown by the following 
table: 
Comparison 
of distances 
from Los Angeles 


via. the Southern 
Pacific or the Independ- 


ence Railroad and proposed connections. 


This shows a great saving in travel 


for Eastern 
invalids and farmers 
to 


reach 
tliis valley?tho 
saving of GOO 


miles of actual 
distance and the addi- 


tional saving of 3,000 feet vertical ele- 
vation which takes the weary traveler 
through 
the 
regions 
of 
perpetual 


snows. 
From Point of Bocks 
upon 


the Mojave,the Utah connection bears 
off in a northeasterly direction. About 
190 miles from Point of Rocks Caller- 
illois reached, 
at the junction of the 


Rio Virgin and 
the Colorado rivers. 


This is a point of great importance 
as 


the proposed narrow-gauge 
road from 


Elko on the Central Pacific Railroad, 
passing 
through White Pine, 
Pioche 


and 
other 
rich 
mining regions, 
is 


bound 
to 
connect 
with 
the 
Utah 


Southern 
Railroad at this place, 
the 


topography of the country admitting 
of no alternative 
route. 
The newly 


proposed 
line, which is to steal our 


trade away, via Bakersfleld, Havilah 
and Walker's Pass, gives the following 
results:

These estimates 
are accurate and no 


one can look at them a moment and 
deny all that we have claimed for Eos 
Angeles as the objective point to which 
the railroad we have named willaim. 
The meeting which takes place at two 
o'clock this afternoon 
will do much 


good or much harm to Los Angeles 
valley. 


Improved 
Navigation. 


The San Francisco 
Pott is dissatis- 


fied with Congressman 
LtJTTBEItL be- 


cause 
he asked for appropriations 
to 


improve tlie navigation 
of some 
of 


California rivers. 
The slight grounds 


on which is based 
the Post's 
fling at 


our Congressman 
inclines 
us to the 


opinion that the true reasons 
are not 
given. It is just possible 
that Mr. 
Luttrell committed the unpardona- 
ble offense of going on to Washington 
without consulting 
the 
great little 


man of the Post as to the measures 
he 


should advocate 
or oppose 
during the 


session 
of Congress 
just commenced. 


Tf he was guilty of this oversight, 
he 


will do nothing that will meet the ap- 
proval of the Lilliputiandictator, and 
may as well prepare himself toreceive 
the wrath-hurled 
bolts of the minia- 


ture Jove as fast 
as the little furnace 


of his brain can 
manufacture 
them. 


To sensible, 
practical 
men, the pur- 


pose 
of Mr. 
LUTTKF.i.L will appear 


both necessary 
and 
important. 
The 


Sacramento 
and San 
Joaquin 
rivers 


are 
channels 
through 
which large 


amounts of grain and other farm pro- 


ducts reach the port of San Francisco, 
and largo quantities of goods are con- 
veyed to the interior. 
The channels 


ofboth these streams 
are narrow and 


tortuous, and in many places 
shallow. 


Twenty years 
ago 
no difficulty was 


encountered 
in navigating them with 


boats of a size which now cannot reach 
either Stockton 
or Sacramento. 
The 


miners washed the mountains 
into the 


river beds and filled them up. Feather 
river, which up to 
1850 was 
a deep, 


ilar stream, with high banks, 
is now 


a shallow, 
turbid creek 
flowing 
al- 


most on a level with the surface ofthe 
valley. 
The miners filled its bed with 


tailing. 
But the placer 
mines are al- 


most exhausted and the mountains are 
no longer tumbled into the river. 
If 


the bars 
and shallow 
places 
are 
dug 


out and the water deepened 
naviga- 


tion will l>e permanently 
improved, 


and routes secured Which will always 
insure cheap transportation. 


A New Dodge. 


We notice that the Express 
comes 


out as an advocate 
for the scheme 
to 


break 
up the 
contract 
between 
the 


people and the railroad 
company, 
by 


which the city will secure 
a larger 


and more commodious 
depot, on land 


selected 
by 
the Common 
Council. 


Simultaneous 
with 
the ring organ's 


espousal or their side of the question, 
comes the rumor that there is a pur- 
nnao 
in. the attempt 
to prevent 
the 


removal 
of the depot, of which the 


people are not informed. 
The osten- 


sible excuse 
for the non-removal 
of 


the depot 
is that 
the one 
now oc- 


cupied 
is sufficiently commodious 
to 


meet the demands of trade for a year 
or two and that a depot on the site se- 
lected by the Council will be out of 
the way at this time; but the real pur- 
pose is to break up the contract into 
which 
the Council and 
the railroad 


company have entered and release the 
company from its agreement 
to erect 


new buildings on the stipulated 
site; 


but when a new depot must be had, it 
willbe located on the other side of the 
river, at or near the company's work- 
shops. 
Parties who do not want the 


depot moved now,will, when the pres- 
ent arrangement 
is broken off, clamor 


loudly to have the depot buildings 
lo- 


cated on the other side of the river. 
This is the cat in the meal 
tub indi- 


cated by the Exj)rc»B when itset forth 
"arguments" 
why the depot should 


remain 
where 
it 
is 
at 
pres- 


ent. 
It 
will 
be 
well 
for 
the 


people 
to 
look 
into 
this 
scheme 


and 
see 
if 
not 
only 
them- 


selves 
but the merchants 
who have 


signed a petition against the removal 
are not liable to fall into a trap. 
It 


should 
also be remembered 
that the 


Council does not insist 
that the com- 


pany 
shall 
immediately 
commence 


receiving and delivering freight at the 
new depot. 
It simply desires that the 


new depot buildings 
shall be erected 


in accordance 
with the contract on 


which 
the bonds 
were 
surrendered. 


This done, 
the cars 
may receive 
and 


discharge freight at the old depot until 
such time as its accommodations 
will 


no longer equal the demands 
upon it. 


It is due to the people that the com- 
pany should go on with its part of the 
agreement, 
and all,or at least the great 


majority, of our citizens 
expect and 


demand that they do so. 


Flogging School-Boys. 


We once knew a man who set out to 


write 
a 
book entitled 
"Pedagogues 


who have Flogged 
Me." 
That 
book 
contained some ofthe liveliest recollec- 
tions of liis life. 
Time, with all-effac- 
ing sponge, 
had rubbed out every re- 


menibrauce of the "sums" 
he used to 


lab»r through; his history lessons 
had 


retreated into the dim past, until they 
mingled 
themselves 
with fable and 


tradition, in unresolvable 
nebulae; 
his 
spelling-book had 
been thrown to the 
bats and the owl, and he could no lon- 
ger stand up against 
"sibyl" and sur- 
cingle;" 
but 
the impressions 
of his 


numerous 
Hoggings remained. 
He had 
classified his subject into " Deliberate 
Floggers," 
"Passionate 
FJoggers," 


"Floggers for Fun," "Malicious Flog- 
gers,' 
"Floggers with a Prologue," 
and "Pantomimic 
Floggers." 
He 
wrote rapidly, for he had a good com- 
mand of language 
and was never in 


want of facts. 
But, after a while, he 
began to grow nervous, 
and before he 
had finished 
a hundred 
pages he was 


an acute 
sufferer. 
He could feel the 


old welts rising again on his back in 
one vast smarting, tingling, throbbing 
net-work of rawness. 
Broad blisters 
actually came out on the palms of his 
hands. 
Several 
times 
he upset 
the 


table 
and 
spilled 
the ink over his 


manuscript by suddenly jerking up his 
knees, 
as ifsomebody with a lash had 


cut at his bare 
ankles 
from behind. 


He could never hear a step beside him 
without 
involuntarily 
dodging 
his 


head and protecting it with his raised 
elbow. 
The strain 
upon his nervous 


system became 
too great, and he was 


obliged to desist. 
The manuscript 
is 


like the window inAladdin's palace ? 
no mortal man can ever linish it. 
But ifit were to be finished itwould 
not be complete without some account 
of a school-master 
in Suabia, who has 


just retired, after teaching, or at least 
flogging 
and 
torturing, for fifty-one 


years. 
He would have to be put in a 


class by himself, entitled the "Statis- 
tical Flogger," forhe kept an accurate 
account of all the punishments 
he in- 


flicted throughout 
tho half century. 
Here are the grand 
totals, 
which he 


has 
footed up 
with 
equal 
pride 
and 
particularity: 
911,500 
canings, 


121,000 
floggings, 
209,000 
custodies, 


10,200 ear-boxes, 
22,700 tasks, 
136 tins 
with rule, 700 boys caused to stand 
en 


peas, 
6,000 to stand 
on sharp-edged 


wood, 5,000 to wear the fool's cap, 1,700 
to hold the rod; total, 
1,282.936 cases 
ofpunishment. 
This is an average of 
about one hundred a day, or more than 
one every five minutes. He must have 
thrashed the boys, on many occasions, 
by platoons. 
One can 
imagine him 
getting 
so absorbed 
in his growing 


census of martyrs that he would otten 
mutter to himself on Saturday morn- 
ing, running his eye down the column 
and adding It, " I must Hog sixty-four 
to-day, in order to make 
up an even 


five hundred 
this week!"? Appleton's 


Journal. 


The State and county takes ofSanta

A meeting of tho Directors 
of our 


latest formed railroad project was held 
on 
Thursday 
evening. 
The 
matter 


was thoroughly 
canvassed 
and made 


to assumo 
a tangible 
shape 
which 


points 
strongly to its speedy 
execu- 


tion. 
The proposed 
railroad is to run 


from Los Angeles, through the Centi- 
nella Rancho, 
to the nearest point on 


the coast, a distance 
of twelve miles. 


It is claimed that 
this will he two 


miles shorter than the proposed "Shoo 
Fly" route and willalso reach a point 
on the coast 
much better adapted 
to 


the construction 
of a wharf and the 


accommodation 
of 
shipping. 
The 


capital stock of the corny any is fixed 
at $500,000 ; but 
$100,000 
is deemed 


sufficient to construct 
the road 
and 


wharf. 
The latter sum only will be 


collected 
on 
the 
stock. 
The plan 


of building the road is that recom- 
mended by Engineer Crawford for the 
Los Angeles and Independence 
Rail- 


road. 
The ties are to be laid down six 


feet apart, mortised to receive a string- 
er six by eight inches, 
laid flatwise 
and securely 
spliced 
and pinned to a 


broad 
tie under each 
joint. 
These 
stringers 
will 
be 
covered 
with 


heavy 
strap - iron 
and 
the 
whole 


buried, 
so 
that 
tin; 
top 
or 


rail 
surface 
will 
be 
slightly 


raised above the back-filling. 
Such 
a 
road-bed, 
in Mr. Crawford's opinion, 
would rot out longdefore itwould wear 
out, and it would last as long as ordi- 
nary railroad ties and could be readily 
and cheaply renewed. 
It is proposed 


to operate the road 
with lightrolling 


stock and six-ton engines. 


The wharf to be built on the coast 


is 
to 
be 
extended 
one 
thousand 


feet into the water where a depth of 
thirty feet willbe secured?am 
pie to 


accommodate 
any 
vessel 
which sails 


along the coast. 


One-third of the amount 
necessary 
to construct 
the road and wharf has 
been 
already promised 
and the rest 
will doubtless be forthcoming as soon 
as the stock hooks 
are opened. 
The 


project is in the hands 
of men 
who 


possess 
ample wealth 
and enterpiise, 
and there is no room for a doubt of its 
completion. 
The Directors of the road 
are the same as the managers 
of the 
Centinela 
Colony. 
Their object, of 


course, 
is to improve the value of the 
property 
lying at the coast end of the 
line, 
which 
they 
will soon 
throw 
upon the market; but, at the same time 
they will accomplish a great good for 
Los Angeles and 
take an important 
step towards making our city tlierail- 
road center and metropolis 
of South- 
ern California.

The close of my previous 
notes left 


us at the Italian's house, where 
there 


was 
warmth 
and 
good 
cheer 
and 


where we 
were served

In the morning we set out for 


" Hite's Cove." 
In going there we 


passed over a long grade and 
when 


nearly to the bottom of the mountain 
we came to a ware house and then the 
road ends and 
a trail begins. 
After 


leaving Hite's 
Cove 
we followed 
a 


very 
steep 
trail up 
the 
mountains 


again for a long distance and then ob- 
tained 
a magnificent 
view. 
As 
we 


wound 
down the other 
side of this 


mountain, 
our 
whole attention 
was 


taken in looking at the 
scenery, 
lis- 


tening to the birds and 
the waters of 


the Merced 
river below. 
Our 
trail 


lies along this river until we get into 
the valley. 
At times 
our 
narrow 


path winds around 
high blufl's hun- 


dreds of feet high and the same below. 
It bogan 
to grow dark and 
we were 


getting hungry 
and tired. 
A com- 


fortable hotel would at that moment 
have 
been 
more welcome 
than 
the 


great white cliffs that no doubt are 
very good. 
We 
knew the 
hotel was 


not far off and the stable man said the 
mule knew every 
step and would go 


straight 
to it. 
Strangely, we passed 


the toll-house 
without noticing it or 


being noticed, 
80 great was 
our anxi- 


ety to get on. 
At last we reached 
the 


hotel, where we had an excellent sup- 
per, though a late one. 


The next morning I was up bright 


and early to explore the valley. Irec- 
ognized all the prominent 
objects of 


interest at once, having seen numer-

views

There was "Sentinel Rock" above the 
hotel, 
the "Three Brothers" and the 


"Yosemitc Falls" opposite, 
and down 


the valley 
"El Capitan,"

I was 
dazzled with 


the beauty of the scene, itwas so much 
grander than I had dreamed of.

lowing a branch 
of the Merced, we 


came to Mirror Lake, in whose waters 
are reflected "The South Dome," 
the

clifl* of all, " Washington 


Column," "Mt.Watkins" and "Clouds 
Rest." 
Strangely, 
the 
reflections 


seemed grander 
than 
the originals? 


owing, I suppose, 
to the fact that 
dis- 


tances looking down seem greater than 
above 
us. 
We found a clumsy boat 


on the lake, nearly full of water; but 
by bailing it out we got itfairly afloat 
and rowed up the lake some distance. 
A dog that followed us from the hotel 
swam after us, 
not likingto stay on 


the bank alone, though the water was 
icy cold. 
After rowing some time we 


thought we would see what we could 
do afoot, although the ground was cov- 
ered with snow; but we found walking 
difficult, and went back to the boat 
arid floated along for a time with the 
current, which was quite swift. 
Re- 


turning 
to 
our 
starting 
point, 
we 


thought we would try tlieexperiment 
of a bath in the lake, it was 
so clear 
and beautiful.
